Aegean  Sea  Mined. 

According  to  the  “London  Gazette”  of  17th  January,  H.M.  Minister 
at  Sofia  has  telegraphed  that  all  the  littoral  of  the  Aegean  Sea  in 
the  occupation  of  the  Bulgarian  military  forces  has  been  declared  by 
the  military  authorities  to  be  mined,  and  that  access  to  all  ports, 
including  Cavalla  and  Dedeagatch,  is  forbidden,  except  in  the  case  of 
Salonica. 

Greek  Waters  Mined. 

The  “  London  Gazette  ”  of  21st  January  notifies  that,  according  to 
a  report  received  from  H.M.  Minister  at  Athens,  the  Greek  Govern¬ 
ment  have  notified  the  laying  of  mines  outside  the  Pirasus.  Vessels 
are  allowed  entrance  and  exit  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  5  p.m. 
only,  and  must  carry  pilots.  Vessels  arriving  from  the  eastward  and 
southward  must  take  pilot  off  Fleva  Island,  and  those  from  the 
•westward  off  Cape  Tashi,  where  pilots  will  be  always  in  readiness. 
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.  -  EXTIIA-PROVINCIAL  COMl'ANY  LEGISLATION  IN 

CANADA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes), 
draws  the  attention  of  British  Companies  contemplating  business  in 
Canada  to  the  Acts  in  force  in  almost  all  the  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion  regarding  the  licensing  of  extra-provincial  companies. 
These  Acts  do  not  apply  to  private  individuals  or  co-partneries. 

Each  Canadian  Province  treats  any  company  not  incorporated  by 
its  own  Legislature  as  coming  within  the  scope  of  its  Extra- Provincial 
Licence  I.<egislation,  whether  the  company  has  been  incorporated 
outside  the  Dominion,  or  in  some  other  Province  of  Canada,  or 
(except  in  the  case  of  the  Province  of  Quebec)  even  by  the  Dominion 
Parliament  itself. 

In  British  Columbia,  Ontario,  New  Brunswick,  Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  the  Yukon  Territory,  an  unlicensed 
company  possesses  no  status  in  the  Courts,  and  if  it  endeavours  to  sue 
upon  a  writ,  the  writ  will  be  set  aside.  The  Acts  also  impose 
heavy  penalties  upon  companies  and  their  agents  for  any  attempt  to 
carry  on  business  without  a  licence.  In  most  Provinces  the  penalty 
is  50  dols.  per  day  in  the  case  of  a  company  and  20  dols.  per  day  in 
the  case  of  its  agents.  No  serious  attempt  has,  however,  been  made  in 
any  Province  to  enforce  these  penalties,  the  provisions  above  referred 
to  as  regards  disabilit}”  before  the  Courts  being  relied  upon  to  induce 
companies  to  take  out  their  licences. 

The  Acts  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec  do  not  appear  to  impose  a 
disability  of  this  character. 

The  Act  in  force  in  British  Columbia  (see  also  the  notice  at 
pp.  366-7  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  the  24th  November, 
1910),  appears  to  include  in  its  scope  extra-provincial  companies 
which  carry  on  any  business  at  all  in  the  Province,  even  by  means  of 
non-resident  agents.  In  the  Acts  of  the  other  Provinces,  however, 
those  companies  are  excepted  from  the  licensing  provisions  v.'hich 
only  carry  on  business  through  non-resident  travellers  or  by  corre¬ 
spondence,  and  have  no  office  or  place  of  business,  and  no  resident 
representative  in  the  Province.  In  the  case  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
there  is  no  Act  of  the  character  in  question,  but  merely  one  imposing 
a  tax  of  100  dols.  per  annum  on  all  companies  whose  principal  office 
and  organisation  is  not  within  the  Province,  doing  or  soliciting 
business  within  the  Province  by  themselves  or  by  their  agent  residing 
therein. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  licence  is  as  follows : — 

In  most  Provinces  the  company  making  application  is  required  to 
deposit  a  copy  of  its  charter,  or  other  instrument  of  incorporation, 
and  its  by-laws  or  regulations,  to  establish  a  head  office  in  the 
Province,  and  to  appoint  an  attorney  with  authority  to  represent  the 
company  in  legal  actions. 

In  most  of  the  Provinces,  also,  the  taking  out  of  a  licence  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  transaction  of  business  removes  the  disabilities  in  respect 
of  such  business.  In  other  words  the  licence  is  “  retroactive  and 
cures  the  invalidity  of  business  done  before  the  licence  was  obtained.” 
In  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  the  Yukon  Territory,  however,  there  is 
no  express  provision  making  the  licence  retroactive. 

The  fees  payable  for  licence  or  registration  vary  considerably  in 
the  different  Provinces,  both  in  regard  to  their  amount  and  the  basis 
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on  which  they  are  calculated.  Except  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  the 
amount  of  the  fee  is  calculated  upon  the  nominal  capital. 

In  Ontario  and  Quebec  it  is  based  upon  the  amount  of  capital 
“  employed  in  the  Province,”  as  to  which  the  declaration  of  the 
company  itself  appears  to  be  accepted.  In  some  of  the  Provinces  the 
fee  is  an  annual  one,  in  others  it  is  payable  once  for  all.  In  some  of 
the  latter  Provinces,  however,  there  is  in  addition  a  small  annual  fee 
payable  with  the  annual  return  required  from  the  companies. 

Roughly  speaking,  the  aggregate  fees  for  a  full  complement  of 
licences  for  a  British  company  in  all  the  Provinces  of  Canada  would 
be  as  follows  : —

In  addition  to  these  there  would  be  the  legal  expenses  connected 

with  the  securing  of  the  licences  and  the  maintenance  of  an  authorised 
attorney  in  each  Province,  The  solicitors’  fees  for  obtaining  a  licence 
vary  from  £5  to  £20,  and  a  nominal  fee  of  £5  or  £10  annually  is 
charged  by  some  solicitors  for  acting  as  attorney.  The  attorney  need 
not,  however,  be  a  qualihed  solicitor,  but  any  person  resident  in  the 
Province  may  be  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Acts  are,  in  respect  of  some 
of  their  provisions  at  all  events,  “  constitutional  ”  or  within  the  com¬ 
petence  of  the  Provincial  Legislatures  under  the  division  of  legislative 
powers  in  the  Canadian  Federal  system,  and  certain  questions  are 
awaiting  judicial  decision  in  this  connexion. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  suggests  that  in  the  circumstances, 
British  Companies  concerned  might  consider  the  advisability  of 
applying  for  a  charter  from  the  Dominion  authorities  for  a 
subsidiari/  company  with  a  small  capitalisation.  Such  a  company 
might,  when  pending  questions  are  settled,  be  relieved  from  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  Extra-Provincial  Licensing  Laws  of  the  various 
Provinces,  but  even  if  the  Provincial  Licences  are  taken  out,  the  fees 
would  be  comparatively  small,  being  based  on  the  capitalisation'  of 
the  subsidiary  company.  A  Dominion  charter  for  any  capital  up  to 
50,000  dollars  can  be  obtained  for  100  dollars,  with  solicitor’s  fees 
amounting  to  another  50  or  100  dollars. 

A  short  treatise  prepared  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Wegenast,  LL.B.,  of  the 
Ontario  Bar,  and  issued  by  the  Canadian  Manufacturers  Association, 
which  gives  a  sketch  of  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  Extra-Pro¬ 
vincial  Licensing  Acts,  together  with  a  full  table  of  the  fees  payable 
for  the  licences  in  each  Province,  may  be  seen  by  British  firms  inter¬ 
ested  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  (26,653.) 
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DEVELOPMENT  OF  UGANDA  PROTECTORATE  IN  1911-12. 

The  following  particulars  regarding  the  development  of  Uganda 
are  taken  from  the  report  on  the  trade  of  that  Protectorate  during  the 
year  ended  Slst  March,  1912,  recently  issued  by  the  Colonial  Office 
{Aiimuil  Series,  No.  743) : — 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  in  the 
development  of  Uganda.  The  opening  of  the  Busoga  Railway,  the 
first  railway  in  the  Protectorate  as  now  constituted,  marks  a  most 
important  step  in  advance.  The  railway  opens  up  the  large  and 
fertile  cotton-growing  areas  of  the  Eastern  Province  around  the 
borders  of  Lake  Kioga,  and  the  steamer  service  on  this  lake  is  being 
largely  increased  to  meet  the  growing  traffic.  This  service  will  be 
connected  with  Lake  Albert  by  a  motor  road,  and  it  will  then  be 
])Ossible  to  go  from  Mombasa  to  Nimule  or  to  the  Eastern  border  of 
tlie  Congo  State  by  train,  steamer,  and  motor.  It  is  recognised  that 
Uganda  caif  produce  valuable  crops,  and  the  problem  to  be  solved  now 
is  to  provide  for  the  transport  to  the  Uganda  Rail v\  ay  system  of  cotton, 
coffee,  and  other  products  at  reasonable  rates.  An  Imperial  loan 
of  £125,000  has  been  granted  to  Uganda,  to  be  spent  entirely 
on  the  improvement  of  internal  communication.  A  most  important 
result  of  the  extension  of  wagon,  motor,  and  railway  transport 
will  be  the  release  for  more  productive  labour  of  the  thousands 
of  natives  who  are  still  employed  in  the  wasteful  and  expensive 
system  of  human  porterage. 

I'he  grow’ing  interest  shown  in  Uganda  by  planters  has  been  a 
most  marked  feature  of  the  year.  The  number  of  estates  has  rapidly 
increased  and  the  demand  for  land  exceeds  the  immediately  available 
supply.  The  natural  result  lias  been  an  appreciable  increase  in  the 
price  of  agricultural  land.  The  natives  realise  the  value  of  the  land 
in  their  possession  and  though  they  have  neither  the  capital  nor  the 
knowledge  to  develop  it  at  present,  they  are  by  no  means  eager  to 
part  with  it. 

The  increase  in  the  volume  of  business  has  led  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  second  bank — a  branch  of  the  Standard  Bank  of  South 
Africa. 


MINERAL  RESOURCES  OF  CERTAIN  BALKAN  STATES. 

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung”  of  31st  December  contains  an  article 
on  the  mining  situation  in  certain  Balkan  countries,  from  which 
the  following  is  taken : — 

Bulgaria. — There  is  a  determination  to  develop  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  country,  but  up  to  the  present  very  little  has  been  done,  and 
the  statistics  hitherto  issued  are  very  incomplete.  From  time  to  time  in 
the  past  the  mineral  industries  of  Bulgaria  were  alternately  revived  and 
allowed  to  stagnate.  It  is  affirmed  that  in  addition  to  the  existence  of 
gold,  especially  in  the  Rhodope  mountain.s,  there  are  also  deposits  of 
argentiferous  lead,  in  the  district  of  Kustendil,  near  the  source 
of  the  Bistrica  in  the  Ogosov  mountains,  and  near  the  Rhodope 
mountains  to  the  south  of  Sofia.  Iron  ore  washing  depots  were  being 
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worked  up  to  the  middle  of  last  century  at  Samakov  on  the  Isker, 
and  at  one  time  as  many  as  100  smelting  furnaces  were  in  operation 
at  that  place.  It  is  said  that  the  Rilo  Mountain,  at  the  foot  of  which 
lies  Samakov,  is  rich  in  ore,  as  also  is  the  Znepolje  Mountain,  west  of 
Sofia.  Bulgaria  is  also  rich  in  coal.  In  general,  Bulgaria  is  reported 
to  be  very  rich  in  minerals,  and  only  more  information  is  wanted 
concerning  them  in  order  to  bring  about  extensive  development  in 
the  mining  industries. 

Servia. — Mining  has  been  a  somewhat  thrfving  industry  in  Servia 
at  different  periods,  according  as  the  political  status  of  the  country 
encouraged  or  depressed  the  conditions.  The  Servian  Government 
long  ago  recognised  the  value  of  existing  mineral  deposits,  and  conse¬ 
quently  mining  laws  were  passed  which  by  no  means  present  insuperable 
diflSculties  to  foreign  prospectors.  In  1910  the  production  of  minerals 
amounted  in  the  case  of  coal  to  40,260  metric  tons,  brown  coal 
158,931  metric  tons,  lignite  77,654  metric  tons,  lead  and  zinc  ore  1,032 
metric  tons,  iron  pyrites  36,835  metric  tons,  antimony  326  metric  tons, 
copper  5,335  metric  tons,  lead  56  metric  tons,  and  gold  303  kilo¬ 
grammes.  Alluvial  gold  has  recently  been  discovered  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Pek,  a  tributary  of  the  Danube.  Gold  has  also  been  traced  at 
Cestobodica  near  the  Austro-iServian  frontier,  and  in  the  Timok 
mining  district  on  the  eastern  frontier  facing  Bulgaria.  Quicksilver 
is  found  at  Avalaberg  and  antimony  at  Kostainik.  Plenty  of  lead 
ore,  frequently  containing  silver,  is  found  in  Servia,  notably  at 
Budnik,  situated  in  Central  Servia,  south  of  Belgrade.  Zinc  is  also 
obtained  here,  together  with  silver  and  gold.  Copper  is  found,  both 
pure  and  in  the  form  of  pyrites,  near  Majdan  Pek,  at  Bor  in  the 
east,  and  at  Rebelj  and  Wis  in  the  south-west. 

Greece. — According  to  a  report  issued  by  the  Greek  Department  of 
Mines,  the  returns  showing  the  production  of  minerals  in  Greece  in 
1910  included  608,349  metric  tons  of  iron  ore,  35,594  metric  tons  of 
iron  ore  containing  manganese,  37,108  metric  tons  of  ore  composed  of 
zinc  blende  and  calamine,  7,000  metric  tons  of  chrome  ore,  185,207 
metric  tons  of  lead  ore,  48,913  metric  tons  of  magnesite,  20,055  metric 
tons  of  sea  salt,  249  metric  tons  of  gypsum,  and  8,000  metric  tons  of 
emery.  These  results  when  contrasted  with  those  obtained  in 
1900,  show  increases  in  some  cases  of  50  per  cent.  It  should 
be  noted,  states  the  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung,”  that  gold,  silver  and  other 
ores  belong  to  the  Government,  that  mineral  oils  and  mineral  wells  are 
free,  and  that  permission  to  work  chrome  ore  deposits  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Greek  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The  state  of  the  soil  and 
geological  conditions  generally  in  Greece  are  better  known  than  in 
the  Balkans  proper.

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PROBABLE  EFFECT  OF  THE  PANAMA  CANAL  ON  THE 
TRADE  OF  THE  WEST  COAST  OF  MEXICO. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  an  article  by  the  British  Vice-Consul 
at  Guadalajara  (Mr.  P.  G.  Holms)  on  the  probable  effect  of  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Panama  Canal  on  the  development  of  the  west  coast  of 
Mexico,  which  recently  appeared  in  the  local  press : — 

Between  1906  and  1914  the  United  States  and  Canada  together 
will  have  spent  over  £10,000,000  on  harbours,  docks,  warehouses, 
railway  improvements,  &c.  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  nearly  all  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal.  Mexico,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  only  attempted  an  eflScient  harbour  at  Manzanillo,  and 
proposes  to  improve  the  port  of  Mazatldn.  Considering  that  Mexico 
has  a  longer  available  Pacific  coast -line  than  either  Canada  or  the 
United  States,  and  is  the  nearest  to  the  Canal,  it  would  seem  that  she 
should  enjoy  remarkable  advantages  from  the  latter,  provided  she  can 
equal  these  other  countries  in  the  extent  of  her  natural  resources, 
which,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  particulars,  may  reasonably 
be  assumed  to  be  the  case. 

The  population  of  the  Pacific  States  of  Mexico  is  5,165,569,  whilst 
that  of  the  Pacific  States  of  the  United  States  is  only  4,192,304.  It  is 
true  that  a  very  low  scale  of  wages  prevails  in  Mexico,  but  as  industries 
develop  wages  will  rise,  thus  increasing  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  population.  The  annual  value  of  the  agricultural  production  of 
the  Pacific  States  of  Mexico  amounts  to  over  £5,200,000,  the  chief 
products  being  maize,  sugar,  wheat,  beans,  coffee,  chick  peas, 
tobacco,  rice,  rubber,  cocoa,  &c.  The  value  of  the  live  stock 
is  approximately  £3,000,000,  and  the  quick  route  which  the  Canal 
will  provide  should  certainly  lead  to  the  development  of  a  meat  trade 
wdth  Europe.  There  are  forests  of  pine,  oak  and  hardwoods  as  yet 
untapped,  which  should  be  able  to  compete  with  the  lumber  regions 
of  Oregon,  Washington,  Louisiana  or  Texas.  The  Mexican  citrus 
fruits  compare  well  with  those  of  California,  and  at  present  large 
quantities  of  oranges  are  sent  from  Atotonilco,  State  of  Jalisco,  to 
the  United  States.  The  adoption  of  modern  methods  of  packing  and 
grading  should  give  Western  Mexico  an  important  place  amongst 
fruit  growing  countries.  The  manufacture  of  textiles,  which, 
after  agriculture  and  mining,  is  the  most  important  industry  in 
Western  Mexico,  is  mainl}’^  in  French  hands,  and  includes  some 
very  extensive  mills  largely  equipped  with  British  machinery. 
The  annual  consumption  of  cotton  amounts  to  over  9,375,000  lbs., 
and  the  total  value  of  the  sales  of  cotton  yarn  and  piece-goods 
declared  is  nearly  £500,000.  Other  industries  include  132 
tobacco  factories,  several  hundred  sugar  mills,  two  imj)ortant 
breweries,  flour  mills,  a  meat  packing  establishment,  and  numerous 
smaller  industries  employing  hand  labour  only.  It  would  seem  vert* 
})robable  that  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  will  lead  to  the 
establishment  of  many  factories  on  the  Mexican  Pacific  Coast,  as 
labour  and  water  power  are  both  cheap  there.  As  regards  mining, 
there  are  31,155  properties  in  the  whole  Republic  which  pay  taxes, 
of  which  13,593  are  situated  in  Western  Mexico.  Statistics  do  not 
clearly  show  the  actual  output  of  these  Pacific  States,  but  a  reason¬ 
able  assumption  is  that  they  produce  a  quarter  of  the  whole  mineral 
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production  of  the  Republic,  which  makes  their  output  approximately 
£4,000,000  per  annum.  The  Canal  will  serve,  therefore,  as  the  channel 
for  an  important  mineral  trade  with  the  United  (States  and  Europe. 
These  shipments  of  heavy  ores  will  combine  advantageously  with 
shipments  of  light  fruits. 

I’he  wheat  crop  of  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba  is 
somewhere  about  200,000,000  bushels  yearly,  and  is  on  the 
increase.  ^lost  of  this,  it  is  expected,  will  be  exported  rid  Panama 
— in  fact  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  has  announced  that  it  will 
cost  less  to  take  grain  to  the  Pacific  than  to  the  Atlantic.  The 
transport  of  this  grain  alone  should  account  for  the  passage  of  500 
steamers  past  the  Mexican  Pacific  coast  each  year.  Again,  Los 
Angeles  each  year  deals  with  a  citrus  fruit  crop  valued  at  about 
£4,(700,000,  the  eastward  freight  on  which  now  amounts  to  £1,530,000; 
the  Fruit  Growers’  Associations  expect,  however,  to  save  about 
£600,000  yearly  by  shipping  via  Panama.  A  large  number  of  fairly 
swift  vessels  will  be  required  for  this  service,  and  they  must  all  pass 
the  Mexican  coast.  The  timber  trade  of  the  United  States  Pacific 
coast  will  also  employ  many  vessels. 

If  the  Panama  Canal  is  to  fulfil  its  mission  it  is  certain  that  many 
hundreds  of  steamships  will  pass  right  along  the  3,000  mile  Pacific 
coast- line  of  Mexico  each  year,  and  it  is  also  certain  that  a  large 
number  of  them  will  call  at  Mexican  ports  to  complete  their  cargo. 
They  will  be  able  to  offer  cheap  freight,  and  if  Mexico  has  not 
sufficient  freight  to  offer,  then,  in  accordance  with  modern  practice, 
the  steamship  companies  will  endeavour  to  develop  the  country  by 
bringing  in  emigrants  by  the  introduction  of  cheap  passages. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  mineral  and  agricultural  wealth,  ^Mexico 
possesses  w’hat  is  possibly  the  richest  portion  of  the  coast  that  fronts 
upon  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  though  at  the  present  time  the  country 
is  very  poorly  developed,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  advent 
of  the  Panama  Canal  will  lead  to  a  great  expansion  of  trade  and 
industry.  (C,  10,266.) 

With  reference  to  the  article  on  pp.  296-7  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  7th  November,  P912,  relative  to  the  possible  development 
of  Ensenada,  Lower  California,  on  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Ensenada  (Mr.  W.  D.  Madden)  reports 
that  the  interests  of  British  trade  and  shipping  would  best  be  served 
by  the  establishment  of  British  trading  centres  in  I.ower  California. 
He  also  adds  that  British  trading  companies  wfith  a  good  financial 
backing  would  probably  find  Mexico  a  very  profitable  field  for  their 
operations. 

In  the  above  connection  H.M.  Consul-General  at  Mexico  City  (Mr. 
C.  E.  W.  Stringer)  states  that  the  great  obstacle  to  the  development  of 
the  district  near  Ensenada  is  the  lack  of  water,  but  there  are  some 
rivers  suitable  for  the  production  of  hydro-electric  power  and  for 
irrigation.  (IH.) 
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ITALIAN  INDUSTRIES  IN  1912. 

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  7th  January  states  that  the 
harvests  in  Italy  during  1912  were,  generally  speaking,  poor,  wltsat 
yielding  only  45,100,000  metric  quintals,  as  against  52,362,000 
metric  quintals  in  the  previous  year,  and  olives  scarcely  half  the  usual 
quantity  (7  million  metric  quintals  as  against  13J  million  in  the 
previous  year).  Rice  also  showed  a  falling  off.  Silk  and  hemp  were 
to  a  certain  extent  satisfactory. 

The  silk  industry  had  quite  a  fair  year.  The  cocoon  harvest  was 
good  in  quality  but  moderate  in  quantity  (47,470,000  kilogs.  as 
against  41,950,000  kilogs.  in  the  previous  year).  Fashion  favoured 
silk ;  in  the  summer  there  was  a  strong  demand  from  the  United 
.States  as  well  as  from  South  American  and  other  countries, 
e.g.,  Australia,  and  even  the  Sudan.  It  was  not  until  the  outbreak  of 
war  in  the  Balkans  in  October  that  an  almost  complete  cessation  of 
business  set  in. 

In  the  cotton  factories  the  crisis,  now  several  years  old,  still  con¬ 
tinues,  and  the  end  of  it  is  not  yet  in  sight.  After  the  close  of  the 
war  in  Tripoli,  the  outbreak  of  the  Balkan  hostilities  prevented  the 
hoped-for  increase  of  exports  to  the  Near  East.  The  exports  j ate 
goods  and  hats  have  considerably  increased  ;  Monza  in  particular  has 
secured  very  important  orders  from  China  since  the  revolution  in  that 
country,  w'here  European  headgear  is  being  w’orn.  Another  industry 
connected  with  clothing,  which  is  attracting  much  attention  now,  and 
of  which  the  exports  are  very  substantial,  is  the  manufacture  of 
hutUrns,  which  is  located  chiefly  in  Palazzolo  on  the  Oglio. 

The  works  engaged  in  the  making  of  war  material  have  worked 
with  a  fair  measure  of  success. 

The  sicgar  industry  has  enjoyed  flourishing  and  lucrative  business, 
thanks  to  the  high  tariff. 

The  electric  power  companies  have  scarcely  extended  their  business 
at  all  in  the  past  year.  The  future  of  the  great  water-power  works 
seems  to  depend  principally  on  the  electrification  of  the  State  railways, 
and  the  obstacle  to  the  latter  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  State  has  not 
enough  money  for  expensive  alterations ;  consequently  private  in¬ 
dustries  will  probably  have  to  lead  the  way.

NEW  LAW  RELATING  TO  FOREIGN  INSURANCE 
COMPANIES  IN  JAPAN. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.) 
reports  that  the  text  of  the  new’  law  regarding  foreign  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  Japan  was  published  in  the  “  Official 
Gazette  ”  of  27th  December  and  comes  into  operation  on  1st  February 
next.  The  deposit,  which  must  be  paid  before  an  insurance  company 
can  begin  business,  remains  the  same  as  before,  namely  150,000  yen 
(about  £15,300)  for  life  insurance  companies  and  100,000  yen 
(about  £10,200)  for  companies  during  other  kinds  of  insurance 
business.  An  important  new'  clause,  however,  has  been  added, 
under  w’hich  a  life  insurance  company  must  increase  its  deposit  w’ith 
the  authorities,  within  six  months  from  the  commencement  of  its 
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next  business  year,  to  make  a  total  sum  corresponding  to  60  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  of  its  reserves  set  aside  to  cover  business  in  Japan  at 
the  end  of  each  business  year. 

When  the  amount  of  the  premiums  received  by  other  than  life 
insurance  companies  in  each  business  year  is  deducted  from  the 
re-insurance  premium  paid  in  Japan,  and  when  money  corresponding 
to  one-half  of  the  balance  exceeds  the  amount  of  deposits  already 
made  by  companies,  the  difference  should  be  deposited  within  six 
months  of  the  commencement  of  the  next  business  year.  If  desired 
the  deposits  may  be  made  in  negotiable  bonds  recognised  by  the 
authorities  instead  of  in  cash. 

Mr,  Crowe  states  that  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  amount  of  these 
deposits,  as  several  points  in  the  law  are  not  quite  clear.  It  is 
estimated,  however,  that  the  extra  dejjosits  payable  by  the  four  leading 
foreign  life  companies  will  amount  to  about  10,000,000  yen  (about 
£1,021,000).  As  regards  companies  doing  other  kinds  of  insurance 
business  the  question  is  not  so  important,  as  onl}^  four  or  five 
companies  receive  annual  premiums  of  over  200,000  yen,  and  so  they 
alone  are  affected. 

A  rough  translation  of  the  law  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Crowe 
and  may  be  seen  by  British  insurance  companies  at  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  where  also  it  is  expected  a  carefully  checked  complete 
translation  will  be  available  shortly.  (L097.) 


PROPOSED  TARIFF  CHANGES, 

UNION  OP  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  306  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal”  of  8th  February,  1912,  relative 
to  a  Bill  proposing  to  consolidate  the  laws  relating 
to  the  importation,  &c.  of  arms  and  ammunition 
into  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  now  received  copy  of  the  “  Union  Gazette 
Extraordinary”  of  18th  December,  1912,  which 
contains  the  text  of  a  further  Bill,  which  it  is 
stated  is  about  to  be  introduced  into  the  House  of  Assembly  by  the 
Minister  of  Defence  for  the  purpose  of  consolidating  and  amending 
the  laws  in  force  in  the  various  Provinces  of  the  Union  relating  to 
the  possession,  importation  and  exportation  of,  and  the  dealing  in, 
arms  and  ammunition. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Bill  are  similar  to  those  of  the 
Bill  referred  to  in  the  above-mentioned  issue  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal.”

Provision  is  made  in  the  Bill  for  it  to  come  into  operation  on  such 
day  as  the  Governor  shall  notify  by  Proclamation  in  the  Gazette. 

The  Bill  also  provides  that  the  preference  granted  on  the  articles 
enumerated  under  table  “  A  ”  (see  below)  shall  be  given  only  in  the 
case  of  such  articles  as  are  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada,  the 
United  Kingdom  or  Newfoundland. 

Section  6  of  the  Bill,  however,  empowers  the  Governor  in  Council 
to  enter  into  Agreements  with  other  British  Colonies  or  Possessions 
for  the  purpose  of  mutual  preferential  treatment  in  regard  to  Customs 
duties  and  rates  payable  on  specific  articles. 

The  following  tables  comprise  the  proposed  New  Tariff,  and  also 
show,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  rates  of  duty  at  present  in 
operation : —

Revised  Tariff

With  reference  to  the  Notices  which  appeared  in  previous  issues 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  *  respecting 
import  tariff  valuations,  the  Board  of  Trade  are 
now  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  Customs  Notification 
(No.  9378-101),  dated  21st  December,  1912,  fixing 
the  “  Tariff  Valuations  ”  for  various  classes  of  goods  imported  into 
British  India,  with  effect  from  Ist  January,  1913. 

The  Tariff  valuations  for  a  number  of  the  articles  have  been 
subjected  to  considerable  revision,  and  in  consequence,  the  full  text 
of  the  Notification  is  given  for  purposes  of  reference,  as  follows  : — 

“  In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Sections  22  and  23  of 
the  Sea  Customs  Act,  1878  (VIII.  of  1878),  in  modification  of  the 
Tariff  Values  fixed  by  the  Indian  Tariff  Act,  1894  (VIII.  of  1894), 
as  amended  by  the  Indian  Tai’iff  Act  (1894)  Amendment  Act,  1896 
(III.  of  1896),  and  as  further  altered  from  time  to  time  by  Notifica¬ 
tions  of  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  the  Governor-General 
in  Council  is  pleased  to  fix,  with  effect  from  the  1st  January, 
1913,  for  the  articles  specified  in  column  2  of  the  schedule  hereto 
annexed,  the  Tariff  values  stated  in  column  4  of  the  said  schedule.”

GERMANY.

The  harbour  improvements  now  in  band  at  Emden,  and  expected  to  be 
,  ,  ,  completed  by  the  autumn  of  1913,  will  materially 

^hfre  ^  importance  of  this  port,  which  is 

destined  to  become  the  national  Prussian  North 
^  ■  Sea  port  in  competition  with  the  Hanseatic  ports. 
The  Prussian  Government  have  altogether  spent  70,000,000  marks 
(about  £3,442,000)  on  the  development  of  Emden,  which  now  has  a 
sea  channel  about  10  feet  deep,  and  is  available  for  ships  having  up 
to  about  2,400  tons  cargo  capacity.  The  inward  tonnage  of  the  port 
in  191  !•  was  2,770,603  tons  and  the  outward  2,792,933  tons,  a  total  of 
5,563,536  tons,  as  compared  with  2,360,829  tons  in  1907. 

Emden  is  fed  with  merchandise  from  the  Rhenish- Westphalian 
district  through  the  Dortmund-Ems  Canal,  which  is  167  miles  long 
and  navigable  for  vessels  of  600  to  800  tons  cargo  capacity.  Owing 
to  the  congestion  on  the  Rhenish- Westphalian  railways  it  is  becoming 
a  general  practice  to  send  goods  to  Emden  which  formerly  went 
by  rail  to  Dutch  and  Belgian  ports.  The  utility  of  the  Dortmund 
Canal  will  be  considerably  increased  when  the  construction  of  the 
canal  between  Herne  and  the  Rhine  near  Ruhrort  is  completed  and 
so  furnishes  a  clear  waterway  between  Emden  and  the  Rhine.  It  is 
feared  in  some  quarters  that  the  future  of  these  waterways  may  be 
affected  by  the  tug  monopoly,  which  the  Government,  by  the  last 
canal  law,  are  bound  to  introduce  on  the  new  canals. 

A  scheme  has  been  proposed  for  a  new  waterway  connection 
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between  Eniden  and  the  Rhine  on  a  scale  sufficiently  vast  to  compete 
with  the  Lower  Rhine  itself.  As  there  are  no  dues  at  present  charged 
on  the  Rhine,  and  as  the  canal  would  have  the  additional  handicap 
of  locks,  &c.,  the  possibility  of  the  success  of  such  a  scheme  is  looked 
upon  as  very  remote,  and  the  idea  will  probably  be  completely  over¬ 
shadowed  by  a  new  scheme  which  is  being  brought  forw'ard — with 
Government  support,  it  is  said.  This  latest  proposal  is  for  a  water¬ 
way  between  Antwerp  and  the  Rhine,  w'hich  w’ould  pass  through 
Belgian,  Dutch  and  Prussian  territory,  and  be  available  for  craft  up 
to  2,000  tons.  The  existing  canal  from  Antw'erp  to  Bocholt  and 
Venlo  would  be  utilised  ;  the  consent  of  the  German  Government 
would  be  necessary  for  the  portion  between  Venlo  and  the  Rhine.

FRANCE.  MOROCCO. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Casablanca  (Mr.  A.  M.  Madden,  C.M.G.)  rejiorts  that, 
according  to  the  local  press,  the  Paris  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions 
regarding  theproposals  fora  State  subsidised  steam¬ 
ship  service  between  France  and  Morocco,  riz.  :  — 
That  such  a  service  is  not  practicable  until  the 
Moroccan  ports  have  been  so  improved  as  to  permit  vessels  to  load 
and  unload  regularly.  In  the  meantime  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass 
laws  to  encourage  shipping  betw^een  France  and  Morocco. 

If,  however,  it  should  be  decided  that  a  subsidised  service  is  possible, 
the  Chamber  suggests  that  there  should  be  two  sailings  a  week  from 
Marseilles  to  Tangier  and  Casablanca,  one  of  these  services  to  touch  at 
Laraiche,  Rabat,  Mazagan,  Saffi  and  Mogador  each  week ;  a  fort¬ 
nightly  service  from  Havre  and  Bordeaux  to  Morocco,  the  Havi'e  boat 
calling  at  Nantes,  or  else  a  w^eekly  service  from  Nantes  ;  also  a  service 
at  least  once  a  month  between  Dunkirk  and  Casablanca.  Two  classes 
of  vessels  are  suggested,  one  with  a  speed  of  at  least  14  knots  for 
passengers  and  cargo  and  the  other  with  a  speed  of  from  8  to  10  knots 
for  cargo  only.  (C.  334,)

mining  industry  of  Corea,  which  includes  gold, 
copper,  iron,  lead,  silver,  graphite  and  coal,  has 
received  a  further  impetus  by  reason  of  the  recent 
discovery  of  zinc  deposits  in  the  mountainous  country  around  Yeng 
Ben,  Province  of  Pyeng  Yang.  A  concession  for  the  working  of  these 
deposits  has  been  secured  by  a  Japanese  company,  and  the  extrac¬ 
tion  of  zinc  has  already  begun.  It  appears  that  during  September 
(the  first  month  of  working)  1,000  tons  of  ore  were  obtained. 
Unfortunately  the  mines  are  situated  in  places  not  easily  accessible, 
and  the  cost  price  of  the  mineral  delivered  at  works  is  consequently 
enhanced.  Road  construction  is,  however,  being  actively  proceeded 
with,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  improved  transport  facilities  will 
eventually  greatly  stimulate  this  and  other  mining  industries  in 
Corea. 


YARNS  AND  TEXTILES, 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY  (BOHEMIA). 

According  to  the  “  Prager  Tageblatt  ”  (Prague),  the  principal  factor 
in  the  cotton  spinning  industry  of  Bohemia  during 
®  igi^  1912  was  the  constantly  reduced  working  in  the 
^  "  factories.  Yarn  prices  were  so  low  that  yarn  was 

exported  to  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  even  to  the  United 
Kingdom.  In  these  circumstances  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
spindles  was,  of  course,  out  of  the  question.  The  bad  results  of  1912 
were  felt  all  the  more  because  business  during  the  previous  years 
was  by  no  means  very  profitable.  Little  can  be  said  at  the  moment 
as  to  the  prospects  for  1913.  Not  only  has  the  working  of  spinning 
factories  been  reduced  by  about  33  per  cent.,  but  the  stocks  held 
by  the  trade  are  by  no  means  small. 
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As  regards  the  weaving  industry,  trade  improved  somewhat  towards 
the  end  of  1911  and  in  consequence  many  more  looms  were  set  up. 
Unfortunately,  however,  business  went  from  bad  to  worse  about  the 
middle  of  1912,  and  grey  goods  were  offered  at  practically  any 
price.  Happily  the  harvests  were  exceedingly  good,  and  the  result 
\vas  that  the  farming  industry  offered  plenty  of  work  for  a  good 
many  of  the  operatives  w’ho  had  to  be  discharged  from  the  cotton 
factories.  Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  the  Balkans  trade 
became  even  w'orse,  and  as  a  result  of  these  conditions  the  stocks 
held  at  works  are  exceedingly  large  and  there  is  little  prospect  of 
much  improvement  in  1913  until  they  are  reduced. 

The  Balkan  countries  provide  the  best  markets  for  Bohemian 
textiles,  and  it  is  anticipated  that,  as  soon  as  normal  conditions  are 
re-established  in  these  countries,  a  large  number  of  orders  for  cotton 
fabrics  will  find  their  way  to  Bohemia.

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  St.  Petersburg  (Mr.  H.  Cooke)  reports 
that,  according  to  figures  published  at  the  Siberian 
Butter  Exports  Butter  Exporters’  Congress  recently  held  at  Omsk, 
in  1912  and  the  export  of  butter  from  Siberia  during  the  sea- 
Estimated  son  of  1912  (t.6.  April  to  October)  reached  the 
Exports  for  1913.  record  figure  of  3, 661,059  pouds  (132,208,162  lbs.), 
being  331,767  pouds  (11,980,770  lbs.),  or  9’96  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1911.  The  chief  centres  of  production  were 
Barnaul  (1,438,  298  pouds),  and  Omsk  (1,073,167  pouds).  Accord¬ 
ing  to  destination  the  exported  butter  was  distributed  as  follows : — 
To  Windau,  2,225,440  pouds;  Riga,  189,983  pouds;  Novi  Port, 
806,035  pouds ;  St.  Petersburg,  307,693  pouds ;  Moscow,  30,998 
pouds  ;  and  100,910  pouds  to  various  other  destinations. 

As  regards  the  .‘probable  production  in  the  1913  season,  the 
Congress,  taking  into  consideration  the  very  considerable  stocks  of 
hay,  the  opening  of  new  dairies,  and  the  formation  of  new  co-operative 
unions,  estimated  that  the  total  export  should  be  3,886,800  pouds 
(140,360,121  lbs.),  an  increase  of  6T  per  cent,  on  the  figures  for  1912. 

Assuming  that  the  usual  average  of  82  per  cent,  of  the  year’s 
export  is  despatched  during  the  summer  season,  the  amount  for 
the  whole  year  should  be  4,740,000  pouds  (171,170,880  lbs.).  The 
butter  will  probably  be  distributed  as  follows : — To  Windau, 
2,448,175  pouds;  Riga,  175,000  pouds;  St.  Petersburg,  330,000 
pouds ;  Novi  Port,  855,000  pouds,  and  78,625  to  other  destinations.

TURKEY-IN-ASIA. 

H.  M.  Vice-Consul  at  Smyrna  (Mr.  C.  E.  Heathcote  Smith)  has 
furnished  the  following  particulars  relative  to  the  olive  crop  in  that 
district : — 

The  cultivation  of  the  olive  tree  in  the  Levant  is  still  so  primitive 
that  the  fruit,  instead  of  being  plucked  when  ripe, 
is  allowed  to  remain  on  the  branches  till  over¬ 
ripe,  and  is  then  beaten  down  from  them  with 
sticks  by  the  peasants.  The  consequences  are  two¬ 
fold.  Not  only  are  many  of  the  smaller  twigs  and

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branches  broken  off,  but  the  fruit  being  left  too  long  on  the  branch 
unduly  exhausts  the  tree’s  strength.  The  result  is  that  in  the  subse¬ 
quent  year  the  crop  is  very  poor,  and  if  climatic  conditions  affect  the 
trees,  or  disease  attacks  them,  the  yield  is  almost  nil.  Thus  the 
manner  of  gathering  has  artificially  brought  it  about  that  the  good 
and  bad  years  follow  each  other  almost  automatically. 

The  winter  crop  of  1911-12  was  a  good  one  ;  hence  that  of  1912-13 
was  destined  to  be  bad.  Moreover,  as  the  olives  have  suffered  con¬ 
siderably  from  the  fly,  the  yield  is  particularly  poor  and  little  or 
none  is  likely  to  be  exported.  Last  winter  the  various  districts — 
Mitylene,  Aivali,  Aidin,  &c. — seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in 
the  excellence  of  the  qualities  they  gave;  this  year  the  quality  is 
most  inferior  and  contains  a  high  percentage  of  oleic  acid. 

The  1911-12  yield  amounted  to  about  83,000  tuns;  the  1912-13  crop, 
however,  is  only  expected  to  be  about  15,000  to  18,000  tuns.  Indeed 
in  many  districts  there  is  no  yield  at  all,  and  the  few  regions  that 
have  olives  this  year  find  the  yield  very  scattered  and  limited.  As 
the  stocks  remaining  over  from  1911-12  are  not  very  large,  it 
increases  the  chances  that  only  a  little  oil  will  reach  foreign  markets, 
especially  as  the  quantity  required  for  home  consumption  for  eating 
purposes,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  soap,  &c.,  is  increasing. 

Last  season  prices  were  at  about  £55  per  tun  c.i.f.  U.K.  for  edible 
and  £38  for  merchantable  qualities.  This  year  prices  have  naturally 
risen  steadily,  and  stand  at  £65-70  for  edible  sorts,  £55-57  for  fine 
Aidins,  and  £50-53  for  current  merchantable  qualities.  The  present 
crop  being  so  inferior,  buyers  are  really  purchasing  from  last  year’s 
stocks.  (1,009.)

RUSSIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  published  on  p.  173  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal”  of  18th  July,  1912,  and  to  pre¬ 
vious  notices,  relative  to  the  regulation  of  the 
Siberian  sable  industry,  H.M.  Consul  at  Moscow 
(Mr.  H.  M.  Grove)  has  forwarded  a  pr6cis 
of  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  “  Torgovo 
Promyehlennaya  Gazeta”  (St.  Petersburg)  of  14th/27th  December 
last  on  the  subject  of  the  present  bad  condition  of  the  fur  industry  in 
Siberia.  In  order  to  demonstrate  the  decrease  in  the  output  of 
valuable  furs,  the  “  Gazeta  ”  states  that,  whereas  an  aggregate  of 
366,600  sable  skins  was  offered  for  sale  at  the  Irbit  Fair  during  the 
ten  years  ended  1900,  there  was  but  an  aggregate  of  229,212  skins 
offered  during  the  ensuing  decade.  The  number  of  skins  offered  in 
1910  was  10,257,  against  an  annual  average  of  50,000  for  the  five 
vears  ending  1902.  In  regard  to  Bargouzin  sables,  401  skins  were 
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offered  for  sale  in  1906  ;  this  had  fallen  to  90  in  1909,  while  in  the 
following  year  none  was  offered.  There  is  no  longer  a  supply  from  the 
River  Kirchenka  district,  which  ten  years  ago  produced  over  500 
skins  per  annum.  Sable  is  not  now  to  be  procured  from  the  region 
of  the  River  Lena,  the  Him  district  in  the  Province  of  Irkutsk,  the 
River  Angara,  or  the  Kolym  district  of  Yakutsk.  The  production  in 
Western  Siberia  from  the  Tomsk  and  Tobolsk  regions  has  materially 
fallen  off.  (159.) 


CONGO  STATE. 

H.M.  Legation  at  Brussels  report  that  the  Belgian  Colonial  Council 
have  approved  the  text  of  a  draft  decree  modifying 
the  decree  of  17th  August,  1910,  regarding 
weights  and  measures  in  the  Congo  State.  The 
object  of  the  draft  decree  is  to  provide  for  Govern¬ 
ment  supervisipn  over  weighing  machines  as  well 
as  over  the  weights  and  measures  used  in  trade. 
H.M.  Legation  state  that  during  the  discussion  of  the  draft  it 
transpired  that  the  effect  of  the  proposed  decree  will  be  to  render  it 
illegal  to  use  in  the  Congo  State  an}’^  form  of  weighing  machine 
which  is  not  based  on  the  metric  system.  (C.  419.)

New  Regulations 
for  Cold  Storage 
in  Chicago. 


UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  203  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  24th  October  last  relative  to  cold 
storage  in  Chicago,  it  is  notified  that  H.M.  Consul- 
General  there  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  has  now 
forwarded  the  text  of  an  Ordinance,  passed  on 
9th  December  by  the  City  Council  of  Chicago,  regulating  cold 
storage  warehouses  and  the  cold  storage  of  foodstuffs. 

The  text  of  the  Ordinance  may  be  seen  by  British  firms  at  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall 
Street,  London,  E.C.  (C.  124.) 

H.M.  Consul-General  also  reports  that  according  to  figures  recently 
issued  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Department 
of  the  United  States  the  production  of  fermented 
liquors  in  that  country  for  the  year  ended 
30th  June,  1912,  was  62,176,694  barrels,  being 
a  decrease  of  1,106,429  barrels  (or  1‘75  per  cent.)  on  the  previous 
year.  The  production  of  distilled  spirits,  exclusive  of  brandy  distilled 
from  fruit,  was  178,249,985  tax  gallons,  which  exceeded  that  of  the 
previous  year,  the  highest  then  attained,  by  2,847,690  gallons.

This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“  Annual  Stateinant  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &o. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to- opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
inwhich  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made-  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  including  the  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,"  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Corresjxindents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

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NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.— PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of: — 

1210.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  ovens 
for  baking  bread,  biscuits,  etc. 

1245.  A  w’orkman  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  fixing  in  a  factory 
steel  lockers  made  to  specification  for  a  particular  building. 

1246.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  edging,  drilling 
and  rivetting  pulleys  (cast  iron)  for  railway  signals. 

1249.  A  mill  joiner  engaged  in  making  w'ood  packing  for  levelling 
machinery. 

1250.  Workmen  described  as  nail  machine  minders,  and  engaged 
in  making  and  setting  tools  for  nail  and  tack  machines. 

This  decision  supersedes  decision  No.  966  (“  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  the  5th  September,  1912),  which  was  intended  to  relate 
solely  to  “  feedei-s  ”  who  feed  wire  or  sheet  iron  into  the  machines. 

1252.  Toolmakers  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  making  tools  for 
use  in  the  manufacture  of  jewellery,  silver  ware,  medals,  &c. 
(Application  237.) 

This  decision  reverses  decision  No.  647  (2)  (“Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  the  1st  August,  1912). 

1 253.  Masons  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  building  a  wall  of 
brick  or  stone  and  mortar  round  a  church. 

1254.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  renew'al  of  lifts  of  gas  holders. 

1255.  Workmen  (including  women  and  girls)  employed  by  a  firm 
of  printing  machinery  makers,  and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in 
making  matrices  for  monotype  machines. 

1256.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  running  and  fixing 
wires  and  cables  in  connexion  with  the  fixing  of  electrical  signs  on 
buildings. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contrihntions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1247.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  making  domestic 
churns  turned  by  hand,  other  than  those  covered  by  Decision  No.  1194 
(“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  28th  November,  1912),  or  the 
Decisions  relating  to  ironfounding. 

1248.  Workmen  (other  than  those  engaged  in  any  process  of 
ironfounding)  engaged  w'holly  or  mainly  in  edging,  drilling  and 
rivetting  iron  castors  for  bedsteads. 

1251.  Workmen  employed  by  a  firm  of  edge  tool  makers,  and 
engaged  in  grinding  shear  blades. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  w'orkmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
